This was-the first 
year that the Inter-Club Co-Operation had been adopted py all clubs, 
interested in DXing, and after a thorough trial of a year, we are firm- 
ly, convinced that this system has: been a step in tlie right direction, 
and that the spirit of friendliness now exists among tne clubs, whercas 
heretofore there were petty quarréls and jealousy. We fcel that tho NRC 
has ,.had a-lot to do with the ineestion of the Inter-Club Co-Operation 
Plan.and we are delighted to see it make such rapid progress and be such 
a complete success. Ve are also glad to see such a friendly spirit cx- 
isting between the various clubs and it is our sincere hope that this 
friendship will be more firmly cemented together each seasons Also with 
the new and improved Inter-Club Co-Operation Plan which was planned for 
this season, we predicted that there would be quite a few stations that 
nad heretofore been opDosed to DXing, on account of clashing programs, 
would see that at last this obstacle had been removed, and that these 
stations could then be depended upon, to at last, enter into the spirit 
of DXing whole-heartedly, along with the many many other stations, who 
have befriended the DXers during the past.
